2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-15 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Saida (6239726). 

Saida teaches in figures 1-6B a pushbutton arrangement 22 for electronic apparatus' ie. Call receiver. 
A surface is touched 36 and a " tactile confirmation " is provided and an LCD informs the user as well. 
A pillar 35 and rods 37 can move or a push-button arrangement can be utilized. 
The device is " adapted " for connection by case 27. 

Claims 1-15 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
